themselves while the nominees 
.iq;>oke. 

The. meeting was to have consid- 
ered first an amendment to the 
Student Society constitution which, 
If passed, would have given, an 



S.E.C. vote to the fleeted represen- 
tative on . the. Student Athletic 
Council. Minutes of the last Cen- 
buslncss in- 
Union priv- 
ileges with Durham and Glasgow 
Universities, would also have been 
considered. 

Last Item on the agenda was 
a motion "respectfully request- 
ing" Ihe 8.E.C. to charter Ihe 
McGlli Peace Counril. This mo- 
tion,, proposed by Ed Baxter. Di- 
vinity 1, and seconded by John 
Wright, n.A. Ill, would have 
forced the Student Society In 
general to pass Judgment on an 
organisation .whlc h^k h M^a lreadv 
been "réjeclrf ^7^m£E.C. an 
the grounds that 'iisyaetlvltlea 
would duplieale those of other 
existing campus political clubs. 
When 'Gardavsky adjourned the 
meeting at 5.10 p.m.. approximntely 
two hundred and fifty people were 
present. 

"We could not have defcrrod 
the meeting until Wednesday," 
he sUted, "because: the election 
rally was part of the agenda, and 
it had to he held on the day he- 
fore elections. I did not ask the 
University to cancel lectures be- 
cause relatively few students 
have lectures that late in the 
afternoon," 

The lack of a quorum, and the 
resultant adjournment, prevented 
any discussion of the Pence Council 
issile. It also prevented the presen- 
tation of a motion by Len Harbour. 
T)l V." 11, • arid Eric-'Ma1-Ier;'"B.A; Ui; 
to make the Peace Council into a 
sub-committee of the L.P.P. Club. 
This motion would have undoubt- 
edly provoked further Intense con- 
Iroversy. J 

So the student politicians were 
stifled, and the political action 
mu.it be shelved for another few 
months. The students, apparent- 
î5îil?JU5« bothered wilh such 
trivialflhlriga as p^ace councils, 
or even their own executive rep- 
resentatlves. Ignorant of both 
istudent and world politics, they 
went home to supper. 

So did those who had come to 
the union. Biit their supper lack- 
ed some of Ihe spice they had ex- 
pected. The taste of vigorous bat- 
tle was lacking.

Under no circumstances 
ihbtild you apply for entrance to 
the. University of Miami, Florida. 
For this year there is a ray of sun- 
shine in the bleak winter skies^yes. 
f Ihe iinderground - tunnel project is 
\'neaHng completion. 
•V "Barring any unforseen events, 
the main section of. the tunnel con- 
hectlng the Arts Building with the 
]Redpath Museum should^ be open 
f*?r use by the students early in 
l^nuary," ' announced Mr. ■ Defries. 
|Supertntendent , of Buildings and 
ÎQrounds for th'e Unlversity. 
Pj'.'AlthouRh there still remains 
finuch work to be completed on the 
|ieçtlon of the tunnel leading to the 
Library, we. expect this work to be 
completcd>by. February," he said. ' 

At present, the finishing touches 
are bclng put on the section of the 
-luntiel under the Museum. Here 
Iteam pipes are being inserted into 
the roof of the tunnel, whUe the

rfiTie-Wrlyjc of the tun- 

nel depends on two conditions. The 
«rst is that the Chrlsfmans holi- 
days do not set the construction 
\yorkers too far off schedule. The 
weather. Below zero 
. hamper .the 

.^^cenpM.much as most of the 
,^«^lpnf»hjis' been ' completed-^bùt a 
;>ie«vy snowfall at this time might 



very well delay completion of the 
tunnel considerably. 

Several inquisitive students have 
asked about the purpose of the 
side-door leading from .the tunnel 
to the lawn In front of the Arts 
Building. Contrary to rumours, 
this door is not for the benefit of 
thoïc students who wish to go sun- 
bathing on the lawn in the spring. 
The true purpose of this door is to 
permit additional ventilation and 
to.terve as an emergency exit. 

An unexpected discovery was 
made while excavations were un- 
derway in the ground under the 
Library. It was found that the 
base of one of the corners of the 
Library Tower was not resting on 
rock, as it should have been, but 
on soil. In order to strengthen the 
foundation of the tower it was ne- 
cDfsary to "underpin" the base. 
The underpinning process consisted 
of removing the soil from under 
tft* lower, replacing this soil with 
concrete, and extended the con- 
crete down far enough to roach 
solid rock, so that the weight of 
the Library -Tower is brought dir- 
ectly on the rock underneath.

Alberta Students 
Approve Course 
In Journalism 

Edmonton. Alia., — (CUP) — A 
resolution advocating the establish- 
ment of u course in Journalism at 
the University of Alberta, put for- 
ward by The Gateway, the univer- 
sity paper, was recently adopted 
by the Studenls" Council. 

The resolution was placed before 
the president of the university and 
came up for discussion at a mcrtin;; 
of the Committee- on Student 
Affairs -oit -Frïdfcy,-? Novembtfi^' 17; 
The outcome of the discussion is 
not yet known. 

One of the main reasons behind 
the resolution, as advanced by 
Editor Jim Woods, is that a chronic 
shortage of trained staff makes it 
impassible for The Gateway to fui 
fill Its primary duty of providing 
Journalistic training for t 
students. 

Also, members of the staff of 
the'càllegc paper have suffered in 
their academic standing in the past. 
It is further felt that "the aggre- 
gate of material appearing in The 
Gateway is of something less than 
university calibre." 

The University of Alberta has 
recognized these difficulties and 
has tried to help out by reconciling 
a fairly low standing with the fact 
that the student in question held 
a senior position on The Gateway. 
Also, they pay the Editor-ln-Chiet 
$200 per year and request faculty 
members to encouragé students to 
contribute to llie paper.

Major Wilson studied Forestry 
under the auspices of the Indian 
Government, at Oxford and also 
took a degree. In natural science. 
From Oxford, he went straight to 
India and started as a forest ranger, 
remaining in India for thirfy-two 
years. 

From his first position of ranger, 
Major Wilson was promoted to Dis- 
trict Forest ' Officer and controlled 
800 square nilies of forests "wlicru 
there were plenty of tigers." Then 
he served with the Bengal Lancers 
during Worid War L' By ■ iBSS.^ni 
was made Conservator of j^Fprcsts 
end in 1835, he Uecamc chie^^^ 
servator of Forests at Madras;^^>m 
relred in 1940 and moved to Van^ 
couver Island.

The Dally of November 30th printed an article 
by J. Wheatley coinplaininR that the Players' Club 
.'had not been allowed to use Moysc Hail for a 
' sufficient number of nights to ensure a good per- 
formance. The student body may wish to have the

(1) All requests for the use of the Hall by 
students arc now made to mc through the students* 
own Dates Committee. In the past, tlicrc have licen 
occasions on which different officers of the same 
^aiudunt uiuii nave asKcd mc tu book oitlcrent- 
'''dates for the isamc activity, lyid other occasions 
; oh which two or more student groups have wanted 
f'' thf Kali at the same time. The Students' Executive 
Council, therefore, asked me U I would agree to 
have all student requests for the Hall go through 
the Dates Committee and so enable them "to plin 
the year's program ... so that conflicts and ovcr- 
crowdinc in any one period will not occur". I 
was slnd to agree to this arrangement and it lias 
been working well. 

. (21 The Player's Club was given the use of the 
Hall on every 'night for which it asked and for 
' which the Hall was not already booked. The Dates 
Committee made three requests un behalf ot the 
'. club and I was able to meet them ail save one. 
. The exception was the request for the use ot the 
. Hall on November 21st, an evening for which the 
, -'Hall had already been booked for the McGllI 
• String Quartet. 

(3) Mr.' Wheatley asks for the repeal of the 
rule by which the building must be cleared by 
- midnight. The Building Staff reported to inc that, 
'on the nicht of the Club's dress relicarsal, they were 
.Standing by ready to bccin at 7 p.m. Inn that no 
;',iltcmpl was made to begin rehearsal till 10 p.m. 
There is one general point which must be under- 
■tood. Moysc Hall is not a theatre. It Is a University 
'îiuditorlum which (on occasion, and under real 
limitation) can sometimes be used as a theatre. 
; Amateur dramatic groups ^hlch' arc prepared to 
"iBCCcpt this situation arc very welcome to use the 
Hall and mnst of them who do so accept it. People 
.. who want to rcuard the Hail as though it were a 
, theatre which they had leased and who complain 
!1 other people arc not turned out ot It to make 
vt'ay fqr thjcm, must go elsewhere. 

vpvcr fifty organizations used the Hall last 
s-sslon and there were no difficulties with any of 
tr em except the Player's Club, on whose behalf 
~ Horion published a very nasty attack on Pro- 
■ . isor Hall; an attack for which no apology was 
(■ /cr made and (i otn wliich the Club never dis- 
fjciated ilself. Thi.s term, over twenty organizatinns 
Uave booked the Hall, and, again, there have been . 
~ no complaints, except from the Player's Club, .

The Arts and Science represen- 
tative to the SEC has two main du- 
ties: (a) to represent and further 
the interests of his faculty, and (b) 
to represent ïn&jtfurttièr the inter- 
ests of the university as a repres- 
entative of the highest student body 
on the can;pus. 

With these ends in mind I submit 
for your approval the following 
program, 

1. Recently an unfortunate situ- 
ation occurred,, wherein the rela- 
tions between the university auth- 
orities and student government be- 
came rather strained. To prevent 
a possible recurrence I propose the 
following: (a) The university reg- 
ulations be published in the .Mc- 
Gill Handbook, thus making them 
easily available to all students; (b) 
in all cases students be represented 
on the university disciplinary com- 
mittee; and (c): the powers of stud- 
ent government be clearly defined. 

(2j Urge the SEC to officially 
approve the reduced carfare plan 
and seek the support 'of the univer- 
sity authorities in this matter. 

(3) Investigation into the re- 
opening of the Book Exchange, an 
institution that in past years nas 
greatly eased the financial burden 
of. students by making available to 
them used books at reasonable pri- 
ces. 

(4) Continued support to the 
band and investigation into possible 
new sources of revenue, thus estab- 
lishing it as an institution on a 
level with that of other universi- 
ties. 

(5) Incrciiscd Frosh representa- 
tion in student government. 

(6) Clarification of the status of 
ISS (International Student Service), 
NFCUS (National Fcdcralion of 
Canadian University Students) so 
that the individual McGlli student 
will feel that he has a national voice 
in such matters as Federal Aid, 
lower textbook prices, and reduced 
carfare. 

These are the planks upon whicli 
I stand. My only promise is that, 
if elected, 1 shall do my best to 
carry them out and to serve' the 
student body.

The University Is a community of

Peace Council Issue Fails to 
lAne Mofèthan Half Quorum

. BÙI It didn't Ret that far. The 
meeting was called for 4 p.m. At 
4.ÏS p.m..some students started to 
drift' In. At 4.35. with only onr 
hundred and fifty people, or half 
the necessary . quorum present, 
chairman Boris Gardavsky called 
the meetinc to order with the an- 
nouncement , thai S.B.C. Candidates 
for Arts and Science would .be In- 
troduced to the assembly, and each 
would be given flVe minutes to 
present his case. 

Charles Taylor. Arthur Shimlzii. 
Gerald Charness, and Barbara 
Chambers each spoke briefly, fol- 
lowfing .the outline pt their plat- 
forms which were published in The 
Daily. 

After this series of speeches \va> 
concluded, and with the iicedod 
quorum still lacking. Gardavsky in- 
troduced the five candidates for 
the position of Member-at-large to 
the Women's -. Union executive. 
Each of lhe.«e five girls was spoken 
for by a friei^d.. 

The business of Ihr eircllon 
;ra|ly havlnr been salljfaclorily 
conrlndcd. (except for a micro-' - 
phone which had an- anno^int. 
tendency to tradualijr descend to . 
the floor when anyone' 'was. 
speaking into It), and with no 
> ilgn of a quorum, chalrmah Gar- 
darsky bad no choice but to ad- 
' Jaum the "election rally." 

What might have been a dynamic 
student meeting, therefore, turned 
Into a gentle little formal gather- 
ing. Where political opinions might 
faave been flung about like stones 
at glass windows, the gathering was 
required to sit quietly and behave 
themselves while the nominees 
spoke. 

The meeting was to have consid- 
ered first an amendment to the 
Sludent^ Society constitution which. 
Ufpaiiwai^'Wotild ' have given an 



S.E.C. vote to the fleeted represen- 
tative on thé.' Student Athletic 
Council. Minutes of the last Gen- 
eral meeting, and new business In- 
cluding an exchange of Union priv-' 
ilegcs with Durham and Glasgow 
Universities, would also have been 
considered. 

Last Item on the agenda was 
a motion "respectfully request- 
ing" the S.E.C. . to^eharierjithe 
McGIII Peace Coûnfïl.^'Thir'sb.' 
tlon, proposed by Ed Baxter. Di- 
vinity I, and seconded by John 
Wright, n.A. III. would have 
forced the Student Society In 
general to pass Judgment on an 
organization which has already 
been rejected by Ihe S.E.C. on 
the grounds that Its activities 
would duplicate those of other 
exlstlnjr campus political clubs. 
When Gardavsky adjourned the 
meeting at ,S.10 p.m., approximately 
two hundred and fifty people were 
present. 

"We could not have deferrod 
the meeting until Wednesday," 
he stated, "because the election 
rally was part of Ihe agenda, and 
It had to he held nn the day be- 
fore elections. I did not ask Ihe 
University to cancel lectures be- 
cause relatively few students 
have lectures that late in the 
afternoon." 

The lack of a quorum, and th 
resultant adjournment, prevented 
any discussion of the Pence Council 
issue. It also prevented the presen- 
tation of a motion by Lcn Harbour, 
Div; II," arid Erlc"Mitfrirr:''B.'ÂflII.' 
to make the Peace Council Into a 
sub-committee of the L.P.P. Club. 
This motion would have undoubt- 
edly provoked further lntcn.<c con- 
trover.'y. 

.So Ihe atudrnt politicians were 
stifled, and the political action 
must be shelved for another few 
months. The atudents, apparent- 
ly, cannot be bothered with aucli 
trivial things as peace councils, 
or even their own executive rep- 
resentatives. Ignorant of both 
student and world politics, they 
went, home to supper. 

So did those who had come to 
the union. Rut their supper lack- 
ed some of the spice they had ex- 
pected. The taste of vigorous bat- 
tle was lacking.

very well delay completion of the 
tunnel considerably. 

Several inquisitive students have 
«-•îked about the purpose of the 
side-door leading from the tunnel 
to the fawn in front of the Arls 
Building. Contrary to rumours, 
this door is not for Ihe benefit of 
those students who wish to go sun- 
bathing on the lawn In the spring. 
The true purpose of this door Is to 
permit -additional ventilation and 
to serve as an emergency exit. 

An unexpected discovery was 
made while excavations were un- 
derway In the ground tinder the 
Library. It " wa» ^ roiind that the 
base of one of^iMVnérs of the 
Library Tower was not resting on 
rock, as It should have been, but 
on soil. In order to strengthen the 
foundation of the tower It was ne- 
cc^ary to "underpin" ll,e base. 
The underpinning process consisted 
of removing the soil from under 
tht towcr..rcplacinR this soil witli 
concrete, and extended the con- 
crete down far enough to reach 
solid rock, so that the weight of 
Ihe Library Tower is brought dir- 
ectly on the rock underneath. 



Alberta Sttidints 
Approve Course 
In Journalism 

Edmonton. Alia.. — (CUP) ~ A 
resolution advocating the establish- 
ment of a course in Journalism at 
the University of Alberta, put for- 
ward by The Gateway, the univer- 
sity paper, was recently adopted 
by the Students' Council. 

The resolution was placed before 
the president of the university and 
came up for discussion at a mcptins ' 
of the CommiUcc on Student 
Af fairs -ort ' rmU0 Novertbdi"' 17. 
The outcome of the discussion is 
not yet known. 

One of the main reasons behind 
the resolution, as advanced by 
Editor Jim Woods, is that a chronic 
shortaRc of tr.ilncd staff makes ji 
impossible for The Gateway to ful- 
fill Its primary duty of providing 
Journalistic training for the 
students. 

Also, members of the staff of 
the college paper have suffered in 
their academic ftandlng in the past. 
It is further felt that "the aggre- 
gate of material appearing In The 
Gateway Is of something less than 
university calibre." 

The University of Alberta has 
recognized these difficulties and 
has tried to help out by reconciling 
a fairly low standing with the fact 
that the student in question held 
a senior position on The Gateway. 
Also, they pay the Editor-in-Chief 
S200 per year and request faculty 
members to encourage students to 
contribute, to' the .paper.
